Dr. Charles Williams of St. Paul 
was called to atten d the in juries an d 
he discov ered that the in jured man 
had sustain ed serious woun ds.

chest was badly crushed an d it is 
feared that he has receiv ed in tern al 
in juries. The shoulders an d arms are 
badly mashed an d n umerous bon e% 
were fractured. 
The g asli ov er his 
ey e is two in ches lon g an d required 
sev eral stitches to close it. Althoug h 
the in juries are v ery dan g erous the 
p hy sician believ es that there is hop e 
for the man *- recov ery . 
Williams came from his home in 
Cin cin n ati sev eral weeks ag o to take 
charg e of the St. Paul quarries.
